"The 
only way German's can ever, learn 
democracy Is by starting to prac- 
tice. It, and it cannot be built' on 
ruins and empty stomachs." 

Dr. Wells feels .that some prog- 
ress has been made, especially on 
the. lower levels -of government 
with duly elected representatives. 

In speaking of the Russians, Dr. 
Wells said he. found many of- them 
tp be quite .'human and likeable, 
and that we must not consider all 
of them as "boogie men." 

'We must remember that the 
Russians 'are bound by instruc- 
Uons from Moscow," he said, "and 
that unless they get the green light 
from top officials, little progress 
can be made." • 

"We should avoid name-calling, 
and not try to out-Vlshtnaky Vlsh- 
insky. The recent fiareup in the 
United Nations Assembly may be 
a smokescreen to cover up a few 
loose screws which need tighten- 
ing up at the Russian home base- 

"Our effort has been for . a fed- 
eralized form of government for 
Germany, whereas the Russians 
cling to the unitary form of gov- 
ernment set up for the Weimar 
Republic," he said.

KNOW YOUR STATE 



The Water Under Our Soil 



Although the underground water 
supply of our State may be thought 
of aa inexhaustible since it is a 
common experience that a success- 
ful well may be dug in almost any 
part of our area, the heavy use of 
underground water supplies in cer- 
tain industrial sections of the 
State is presenting a" serious prob- 
lem. 

Ground water, besides being used 
as a community water supply in 
some of our smaller towns, is also 
Important to many Pennsylvania 
industries. Its principal use is foi 
cooling and condensing in Ice 
plants, dairies, oil refineries, distil- 
leries and power plants. It Is also 
used for air conditioning theaters, 
office buildings and stores, a use 
which is increasing very rapidly 
particularly in the larger cities. 
Since, ground water is stored rain 
fall, the digging of many wells 
within a given area usually results 
in lowering the water table. This 
has already occurred in some parts 
of the State. As deeper and deeper 
wells are drilled many of the ear- 
lier wells go dry. This process of 
competition for ground water 
might finally result in the en- 
croachment upon the ground water 



supplies of rock strata bearing acid 
mine drainage, aalt water or water 
contaminated by human or factory 
waste. This is particularly true In 
areas where old dry wells or other 
excavations such as abandoned 
mine shafts are used for disposal. 
In some areas of the State subter- 
ranean streams flow for many 
miles before coming out to the sur^ 
face as springs feeding our surface 
water supply. The contamination 
or such streams by waste matter 
from distant sources presents a 
serious problem. 

Some progress has been made In 
the study of the State's ground wa- 
ters by the Geological Survey of 
Pennsylvania in cooperation with 
the United States Geological Sur- 
vey. However, the Conservation 
Committee of the Post-War Plan- 
ning Commission, and the State 
Planning Board of the Department 
of Commerce has recently recom- 
mended that intensive studies be 
made in the Pittsburgh area be- 
cause of the industrial and munici- 
pal Importance of the underground 
water supply there. It also recom- 
mended that the number of obser- 
vation wells distributed throughout 
the State be greatly increased; that 



more efrecttve"T«vfce'^e's»iY«iv to 
industries and municipalities re- 
quiring underground water data; 
and that detailed studies |be insti- 
tuted on critical problemi Thesa 
recommendations supplement the 
extended Btudy of the surface wa- 
ters of Pennsylvania shortly to bt) 
published by the State Planning 
Board in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Forests and Watert 
and the United States Geological 
Survey. 

Water Is the most essential of all 
our national resources and the as* 
surance of an adtquate supply of 
this precious fluid is one of the 
most necessary steps in the exten- 
sive conservation program being 
undertaken by our State govern- 
ment.

Cost of Living 
Rises Discussed 

Coutny Progressives 
State Price Controls 
Should Be Restored 

Maintaining that the present 
inflation in living costs cannot be 
solved by "consumer boycott or any 
Other program to eat less", the Del- 
aware County Branch of the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America, dis- 
cussed a workable solution to the 
problem. 

At a meeting in the Marly n Rest- 
aurant, Lansdowne, this week, grou' 
members decided the only con- 
structive answer was the restor- 
ation of price controls at May 1946 
levels, and the government of com- 
modity markets and the meat in- 
dustry. 

Members voted to urge President 
Truman to "immediately declare 
that a state of national emergency 
exists, brought about by Inflation" 
and to urge a special session of Con 
grass to restore price control and 
rationing. 

They also approved a wide distri- 
bution of leaflets urging citizens to 
write the President and Congress in 
support of the above program. 

It was announced that a joint 
mass meeting would be called with 
the Delaware County Industrial 
Union Council in Chester, to plan 
community action on the price 
crisis. 

Plans were also made for the 
giving of testimony by PCA house- 
wives at a Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee hearing on the cost of living, 
held in Philadelphia Tuesday.
